unknown soldier at Arlington cem- 
etery follows: 


Mr. Secretary ol War and 


Ladies and Gentlemen: 


We aro met today to pay the 


impersonal tribute. The name 
of him whose body lies before 
us took flight with his imper- 
ishable soul. 
We know 
not 


whence he came, but only that 
his death marks him with the 
everlasting glory of an Amer- 
ican dying for his country. 


He might have come from 


any one of millions of Ameri- 
can homes. Some mother gave 
him in her love and tenderness 
of her most cherished hopes. 
Hundreds of mothers are won- 
dering today, finding a touch 
of solace in the possibility that 
the nation bows in grief over 
the body of one she bore to live 
and die, if need be, for the re- 
public. If we give rein to fancy, 
a score of sympathetic chorus 
are touched, for in this body 
there once glowed the soul of 
an American with the aspira- 
tions and ambitions of a citi- 
zen who cherished life, and its 
opportunities: 
He may 
have 


been a native or an adopted 
son; that matters little, because 
they gloried the same loyal- 
ty, they sacrificed alike. 


We do not know his station 


in life, because from every sta- 
tion came the patriotic response 
of the five millions. I recall 
the days of creating 
armies 


and the departmg of caravans 
which braved the 
murderous 


seas to reach the battle lines 
for maintained nationality and 
preserved civilization.

With the 
din of battle, the glow of con- 
flict and the supreme trial of 
courage, 
come 
involuntarily 


the hurried apraisal of life and

of 
death's 


great mystery. 
On the thres- 


hold of eternity many a soldier, 
I can well believe, wondered 
how his ebbing blood would col- 
or the stream of human life, 
flowing on after his 
sacrifice. 


His patriotism was none less if 
he craved -more than triumph 
of country;

greater if he hoped for a vic- 
tory for all human kind.

"I have been asked many 


times whether these conflicts 
did not indicate 


a:i impending revolution in Italy. In my judg- 
ment they indicated nothing of the sort. 
A 


revolution is a more or less violent attempt to 
overthrow an existing government, and when it 
is understood that in the election of last sum- 
mer out o£ 508 members of the 
chambers of 


dc-puties scarcely more than a dozen were elect- 
ed as Republicans, it will be seen that of all the 
numerous groups into which the chamber 
is 


divided, the advocates' of a republic are certain- 
ly not formidable. I doubt if the king ever was 
more enthusiastically received than 
by 
all 


classes except the extreme Socialists, at the 
opening of the present parliament. 


"I am impressed by my recent sojourn in 


France with the necessity of some sort of an 
adjustment at the disarmament conference that 
shall look to the defense of France. The peace 
of the world is tied up with some such scheme 
as that which was incorporated in Article X of 
the league of nations and in the treaty, with 
England for the defense of France against ag- 
gression. It is idle to deny that however im- 
potent Germany may bo at the moment, there 
is a large and active sentiment in that country 
for a renewal of aggression upon France. The 
advantages of the Teutons in such a conflict, 
say in fifteen or twenty years, are sure to be 
i^rcat unless something is done to curb their 
power permanently. 


"Arc wo to take obligations in China which 


will commit us to military action in defense of 
the 'open door,' while we are not 'willing to 
obligate ourselves as one of many nations to 
secure the results of a war for which we made 
coliossal sacrifices?" 


"And there is the question of the Panama 


canal tolls. It is one of very great importance 
precipitated in international relations by 
the 


action of the senate in repealing the Panama 
tolls exemption. 
In my opinion, this is not 


merely an enormous ethical mistake, but as a 
distinguished American said to we, it is 'a 
blunder worse than a crime.' In every chancelr 
lory in Europe it cannot fail to be injurious to 
our enviable reputation for fair dealing, and 
every American ambassador and 
minister 


abroad — indeed every American traveler — is put 
on the defensive. 
It is to be hoped ' that the 


house of representatives will take a larger and 
stricter view of the obligations of an jhtcrna- 
tional contract."
